She thought the land was assessed 
too high at $750. B, VV. Hunter, 
assessor, said ttiat 'all land in that 
zone was assessed at $9 a foot 

frontage. 

"Assessments arc baaed not on 
sale value, but on surrounding 
values," said N. U Mathews, K. C, 
clerk and solicitor. 

The appeal was dismissed.

PRAISES MATHEWS 

Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd has 
issued the following annual state- 
ment: 

The town clerk, N. L. Mathews, 
made the statement at the last 
meeting of the council that 
Newmarket was in the best fin- 
ancial position since the year 

1925. 

When I became mayor ■ six 
years ago, there were $60,000 
arrears in taxes, in other words, 
more than one quarter of the 
citizens of Newmarket were be- 
hind in' their taxes. 

Besides that, over 100 people 
were in arrears for water and 
light to the tune of $11,300. 
That was a deplorable situation 
to say the least. 

By using strict business meth- 
ods, applying pressure, but giv- 
ing people time, the arrears 
have been gradually cleared up. 
The final step was the tax sale 
this fall which netted the town 

$12,000; 

I must give Mr. Mathews 
great credit for the part he play- 
ed in the collection of these 
arrears. Now it is up to the cit- 
izens of Newmarket to see that 
a similar condition of arrears 
never occurs again. 

It helps a lot if the members 
of the council keep their taxes, 
also water and light bills, strictly 

paid-tip. 

It is not a favor to the citizens 
for the council to allow arrears 
lo accumulate, for they must be 
paid later in full, plus penalties. 
The penalties the people in 
arrears have had to pay during 
the past six years have amounted 
to over $10,000. 

It was an unpleasant duty for 
me to perform. I want to thank 
the citizens for their co-operation 
and the way they appreciated 
anything I could do to assist 
them to get out from under their 
load of debt. *

THAT HYDRO SETTLEMENT 

(After writing these impressions of last week's 
council meeting, we talked with Mayor Boyd 

about the settlement. Mayor Boyd said (1) that 

the town solicitor, Mr. Mathews, had obtained 
the best available legal opinion on the contract 
with the Hydro; (2) that so far as he was con- 
cerned Newmarket never would undertake to 
develop its own power; and (3) that there was 
little discussion of the settlement last Monday 
because the councillors had discussed it so much 
privately and were so familiar with it. Mr. 
Mathews told The Era that he believed that he 
had read the legal opinion- referred to by the 
mayor, to the council in the spring and that he 
had recommended the acceptance of the settle- 
ment While this information throws a different 
light on last week's council meeting, and better 
explains to citizens why their expected rebate 
of over $10,000 did not materialize, the following

comes, much as it may conflict with the outmoded 
imperialism so easily aroused in any ol us by 
thoughtless leaders. 

"Before the hysteria and propaganda of the 
second world war get too great a hold on us, it is 
imperative that the peoples of Canada and the 
allied nations keep a clear vision of what it is we 
hope to achieve at the end of this present conflict. 

"Remembrance Day may serve a double pur- 
pose this year: to recall the sacrifices of 1914- 
1913 and to recall the mistakes of 1919-1939. 
And we may ask the American people to join us 
in remembering. 

"If the American continent is to prosper in the 
world of tomorrow we must get a final economic 
and political settlement out of this war. We can- 
not get such a settlement unless we measure up 
to the task of a wise ai*d just peace; unless we 
try to control the hysteria and hate which made 
a proper peace settlement difficult, if not 
impossible, in 1918. Twenty years ago it was 
the politicians who wrote the peace treaty. The 
economists ought to be given a hand in the job 
the next time. Public opinion must be prepared 
to avoid the pitfalls of the I9ld tragedy. 

"But even a treaty of peace cannot produce a 
settlement. Much more influential than a scrap 
of paper like a peace treaty in determining the 
fate of the world will be the economic policies 
that the nations decide to pursue in the days of 
reconstruction. That much- at least we should 
have learned in these fateful 21 years. 

"Among the policies that are essential to an 
economic settlement and to continued peace after 
the war will be these: 

"1. Unselfish, courageous, generous policies of 
lending. There must be free flow of capital 
across international frontiers. The new world 
will have to undertake the job of rebuilding the 
old world. The day will come* as a case in point, 
when we shall have to help the German people 
build themselves a new nation and a new 
economy in which HitlerLsm can never again 
take hold. 

"2. There will have to bo freer flow of trade 
between nations. The dragon's teeth of incredibly 
stupid trade barriers have already raised us a 
crop of avenging warriors. Let's sow no more 
dragon's teeth of that kind, hut use tariffs to 
direct trade rather than destroy it 

"3. Above all there must be a genuine effort 
to settle the unsolved problems of access to raw 
materials and of redistribution of population. 

"At Versailles there was a wild scramble for 
vantage points from which to fight the next war. 
There was no effort at economic settlement, and 
as a result v/e did not get peace. We merely got 

a combination of revolutionary and power 
politics. 

"Neither Canada nor the United States can 
dodge their responsibility for achieving such a 
settlement. 

"We must not lure Europe into a fanciful 
scheme of collective security and then drop out 
when our strength is most needed. We must not 
ask Europe to pay its debts out of an empty 
treasury and refuse Europe the right to pay those 
debts with the products their people could pro- 
duce by manual labor. Wo must not pour 
millions of new capital into Europe in a purely 
speculative fever and then cut off the flow with 
the abruptness of a guillotine severing a main 
artery. 

"And so on Remembrance Day let us ponder, 
deeply on the fact that winning the war is only 
part of the battle. Achieving a Just and enduring 
peace, based on economic security, is an equally 
important objective."

Before submitting to the Ontario Hydro's 
threat that it would dishonor its 1934 agreement 
(made under a different Hydro chairman), the 
Newmarket town council, it seems to us, might 
have given a little more consideration to the 
strength of its own case. It isn't good business 
to give up with the remark' that "you can't fight 
a big corporation like the Hydro." Even the 

lowliest individual has as much right, and will 
receive as much consideration, in Ontario's 
courts as the Ontario Hydro-Eiectrie power com- 
mission. We doubt very much if Ontario courts 
would have upheld the Hydro's claim that it was 
not bound by a duly-made contract to sell power 
at a flat rate because it was not ratified by the 
legislature- The courts might well have taken 
the position that the 1934. agreement was not a 
new contract but merely an acknowledgment by 
the Hydro that the original contract inherited by 
Hydro was still in force. That, interpretation 
would not have conflicted with the Hydro's 
inability to sell power at any price other than 
cost.

Legal Opinion Desirable

The council - might Itave heard the town 
solicitor's opinion, and, with his advice, might 
have sought the opinion of other learned counsel. 
Did Newmarket's' representatives study the 
legislation creating the Hydro, or did we just 
accept the statement that the Hydro's 1934 agree- 
ment was invalid? 
Would Hydro Have Done ft? 

Tli ere is a good deal of reason to doubt whether 
the Ontario Hydro could have avoided its obliga- 
tions to Newmarket without resort to the legis- 
lature, and we doubt if Hydro, in view of the 
criticism it has had to take a5 the result of its 

r 

last resort to the legislature in order to 'avoid its 
obligations, would have taken that step. At 
least, we think the issue was not so clear that 
the council should have disposed of it in a few 
minutes and rushed through a b^-law accepting 
the Hydro's threat-accompanied offer. 

A Forgotten Angle 

There was another angle too which deserved 
consideration. In the ?G0O report of Mr. McCly- 
mont, which uncovered the town's claim against 
the Hydro and therefore will pay the town cash 
dividends, there appears the following statement: 
"You can generate your own power at a cost 
somewhat below what you are now paying. This 
includes operation, maintenance and capital 
charges. Consequently at the termination of the 
present contract in April, 1045, you will still he 
in a position to continue to operate your own 
system at rates which represent a considerable 
saving to the ratepayers when compared with 
rates in many Hydro municipalities. There need 
therefore be no hesitation in making expenditures 
necessary to put the system on u sound operating 
basis on account of the short remaining life of 
the present contract." - 

Worth Study , 

Link this with the Hydro's reputed offer to pay 
the town $15,000 \n settlement of its claim, and 
end the contract in April, !Q40 f ,and there is some- 
thing to give more than a few minutes considera- 
tion. It is true that there is a war in progress 
which has already added a quarter of a cent a 
gallon to high-grade fuel oil. It is also true that 
some Diesel engines come from Germany and 
Britain, umi that n Diesel engine purchased from 
the United States would be Increased in cost by 
reason of the rate of exchange. There is still 
a situation to be investigated. Would it still be 
possible to develop power more cheaply than 
it is now being purchased? Would it he 
possible to secure a five-year contract for the 
supply of fuel oil »t n fixed price? Money will 
be borrowed more cheaply now probably than in 
five years time. 

The Forgotten Fear 

Let us remember that we arc going abend with 
heavy expenditures on our present system on the 
strength of the reassurance contained In tfie para- 
graph quoted from the McCjymrmt report. Mr. 
McCIymont did not say that the changes which 
Newmarket is now making will be satisfactory to 
the Ontario Hydro when and if Newmarket 
should become a Hydro municipality, hut (hat, 
for the reasons given, Newmarket doesn't need to 
worry about whether the improvements are 
satisfactory to the Hydro or not. 

Too Much flute

REMEMBRANCE DAY 

Some towns observed Remembrance Day and 
some did not. In some the stores closed all day 
and in some from 10.30 a.m. until noon or one. 
Newmarket, for the first time in 20 years, did 
not seem to observe the customary two minutes* 
silence. In other years the factory whistles have 
blown the signal for the silence but this year none 

gave the signal and most people carried on as us- 
ual. Newmarket people, we th'ink, were right. In 
other years they gave thanks for the "cease fire" 
which came on Nov. II, 1918, and they prayed that 
it might be a permanent peace. This year all that 
remained were the sacrifices (the lives lost and 
spoiled in the great struggle and the great debt 
burdens) of 1914-18. Remembrance Day will be 
restored to its old place and be given new mean- 
ing when this war is done. Gradually, as men 
become sure that at last they have achieved per- 
manent peace, it may become a day of thanks- 
giving for all the world.

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TAX PENALTIES AND HOW TO AVOID TH KM 

There was a worth-while thought In Mayor 
Boyd's remarks at last week's town council meet- 
ing. He pointed out that unfortunately the 
people who pay tax penalties are those who can 
feast afford to do so. That is unfortunate, but 
there is little that the town council can do about 
». It would not be feasible to give a discount to 
those who are slow pay, although business con- 
cerns and private individuals sometimes com- 
promise in order to realize a little out of a slow 
or bad debt. 

Income Tuxes Preferable 

The only way in which It is possible lo help 
"those who can least afford to pay tax penalties" 
is through making real estate taxation as light 
m possible and resort to other forms of taxation. 
A municipality can do little in that direction 
Itself but the mill and a half contribution which 
municipalities receive from the provincial 
government is a tfood example of what can bo 
done. This money is supposed to he ti share of 
the provincial Income tax and of the provincial 
gasoline tax. In other words, It cornea from 
those who can better afford to pay and lightens 
the burdens of "those who can least afford to pay 
tnx penalties."

I ask the citizens to be patient 
while we are getting used to the 
ehanqc. If you do not under- 
stand your bill when you Co to 
the office to pay it, Miss Parks. 
if she is not too busy at the 
moment, will explain it to you. 
Anyway we will soon get used 
to the wcw bills. They' are the 
same as are used in all Hydro 
towns. 

The machine will soon pay for 
itself mid effect a saving of «t 
least one quarter mill on the lax 
rate annually. 

The new switchboard which is 
being put in at the waterworks 
requires some explanation. Hy 
reason of the fact that each year 
more houses are being wired and 
more electric stoves are being 
installed, the powor load has be- 
come so heavy that Ihe old 
switchboard became overloaded. 
An overloaded switchboard Is 
dangerous. Also the old switch- 
hoard was so constructed that if 
any accident occurred in any 
part of the system a black-out nf 
the whole town resulted. Wo 
had a taste of that not long ago. 
when a workman at the test well 
accidentally severed <n lead wire 
and the whole town was imme- 
diately in darkness. 

The new switchboard will he 

constructed in sections^ so that 

any trouble on the line will only 

effect a small section of the 

town. Lastly, Ihe estimated cost 

of Ihe new switchboard was 

$0,000. I may tell you it will be 

completed wellwllhin the est- 
imates. 

The New Hydro Agreement 
Early In the year Ihe council 
engaged Mr. McClymonl, an 
electrical export, and paid him 
$(100 to go over our elect lie 
light system. His duty was to 
advise the water ami light com- 
mittee as lo changes and 
improvements that could bo 
made to bring the system up-to- 
date. During his investigation 
he read the agreement we had 
with Ihe Hydro and pointed out 
lo the committee that for some 
lime we wore being overcharged 
and it was ONtlmatod that the 
Hydro had, during Ihe past num- 
ber of years, overcharged the 
town about $1n,o00.

Member Of School 

Board, Dies 

_ 

Aurora mourns the loss this week 
of one of Its most outstanding per- 
sonages. Dr. Eugene V. Underbill, 
D.D.S., L.D.S., who died early 
Sunday morning at St. Michael's 
hospital, Toronto, following two 
serious operations. 

The deceased was In his 4l3t 
year, and was born at Claremont, 
coming to Aurora with his family 
about 35 years ago. He was edu- 
cated at Aurora public and high 
schools, and in 1922 he graduated 
from the Royal College of Dental 
Surgeons. Upon graduation he 

opened an office here in his home 
town, and remained in practice 
here until the time of his death. 

' On February 14. 1916, at the age 
of 17, while still at high school. 
In company With three school- 
mates, he enlisted with the signal 

a part of the Royal 
Canadian Engineers. At Ottawa 
he was seized with an Illness and 
wns subsequently discharged from 
active service owing to his physical 
condition. 

"Gene 1 * was one of the greatest 
athletes ever developed locally. He 
was a member of the great post- 
war Junior lacrosse team which 
lost to Toronto Beaches In the 
finals. He played hockey and 
baseball with the Aurora teams 
for many years and always played 
the game cleanly and In an un- 
selfish manner. At university he 
won his "T' nnd his faculty "D" 
letters In soccer, and was captain 
of the university eleven one year. 
He was also. a prominent member 

of the Aurora Golf club. 

In 1927 he was elected n member 
of the town council. Ho was io- 
turncd to office again In 1928 and 
1929. In 1930 he unsuccessfully 
contested the office of mayor, 
being defeated by the late S. C. 
Taylor by a small margin. In 
1931 he was appointed one of 
York county's representatives on 
the Aurora high school board, 
which office he held until this 
year. He provided a general pro- 
ficiency prize for his old school for 
the past six years. 

Ho was a member of United 
Empire I-.O.K 68, and Aurora 
iodge No. 148. I.O.O.F. In 1932 he 
was master of Rising Sun Masonic 
lodge, and was also past 1st prin- 
cipal of the Aurora lodge of Royal 
Arch Masons. This year he wns 
a grand steward of the Provincial 
Royal Arch chapter. 
^ He was a member of Aurora 
United church, and for many years 
served as a member of the Roard 
of Stewards. 

In 1927 he married Blma Naylor 
of Aurora, and she, together with 
two small children, Carol nnd 
Eugene, survive him. Ho Is also 
survived by his mother. Mis. U. 
Stephenson of Con t re St., a sister, 
Mrs. Douglas Case of Toronto, and 
three brothers, Frank of Aurora, 
Earl of Bclhavcn, and Dr. Fred W. 
Underbill! of Rrlo, Pennsylvania. 

Funeral aorvlces under Masonic 
auspices were held nt Aurora 
United church on Tuosiluy with 
Dr. E. J. Thonipson conducting the 
s ci vice. His three brothers and 
two brothors-hi-Iaw, Douglas Case 
and Albert Lindsay, along with hl« 
lifelong companion N. F. Johnson, 
all members of the Masonic order, 
carried him to his last resting 
place at Aurora cemetery.
